The Case of the Fragile Antenna 

‘The annual MS Walk in nearby Fitchburg, MA was 
fast approaching, and T was stil experimenting with a -pole 
design tat I hoped to finish and bring with me on « lace 
bheyele tour around Cape Cod and Martha's Vineyard, The 
coordiator ofthe ham communications for the Walk, Chstie, 
WNIE, and bad talked about my various cycling activites 
many times before, including my bicycle mobiling. Here 1 
aw a chance to once agua participate ia th communications 
for the Walk, and st the sume time fildest my J-pole 
concept before my big trip, I oflered my services and my 
beyel, and both were accepied! 

My Jepole was avery crude design that was not 
criginally tmado to goon my bike, It was made fom 
‘minum ground wire, cut the right length and fe at the 
‘proper point. T originally built i for shack use ~ just 10 teach 
Inyslf how a J-pole works. However, i worked so well hat | 
‘wanted to 20e if T ould mount it ais on my bike. With » 
Tile creative jary-rigging, I managed to mouot it to my rear 
‘reflector bracket om my rack, aad run the cout up 10 my 
Iandlebar tag, where my IC-2AT and wpeaker-mike would sit. 
Thad taken a couple of tet rides and had gotten favorble 


signal reports, bat doing com forthe Walk would be the real 
test. Normally T work ito 4 repeater, but for the Walk we 


‘would just bering rimplex. 1 would be » god test ofits 


sage. 

‘The day of the Walk we tied to stuff the bike with 
the anteans in place into Charlie's ca. I ended up baving to 
‘end it (at fragile aluminum wire!) to get itt ft. But 1 
Simply wabent it (gingerly) when we arrived at the starting 
line, and it worked okay. Diana, KCISP, was net conto, and 
the asrigned me the tactical cll of "Bike Ove". I ik it~ 
kind of catchy. Being the only bike-mobile ham, my job 
‘would be t hang out withthe main group of walkers, unless 
{old to go somewhere else, 

Before 1 got underway I wait wail most of the 
walkers had Tet, aad then I pdaled past them a8 they strung 
‘ut along the street and sidewalk. Afler passing most of them 
[pulled over for a while to let them past me. A few of them 
called out “Cheatee!” AS 1 pedaled by. 1 cootinied

‘We live about three and a half miles from my 
workplace and about seven from Cathy's, both in the same

All ol, this makes for about «15-mile daily round tip.

A rear cari and panniers ae 
foquired to carry work clothes, thermos, sacks, etc. Oversize 
brake pade were worth the $10 x st. Regular (not lightweight) 
ties get fewer flats on plase-strewm roads, and the atileak 
oop that goes inside of the tube is # necessity. Using tha 
‘uf Talemost never get flats. It works,
